England markets if free entry 
were allowed. 

Reconsidering the watch duties, 
which were increased last week, 
the conferees reduced the rate pre- 
viously agreed upon for cheaper 
watches and left the duty on lux- 
ury or high priced watches the 
same as now in effect. 

Between 20 and 25 per cent was 
taken off the rates on watches hav- 
ing less than 13 jewels, and a cut 
of about 27 per cent was made in 


the rate on 16 and 17 jewel 
watches. 
This action was taken, it was 


announced, because it was feared 
the rates previously fixed in some 
instances went outside the limits 
of ‘the duties that went to confer- 
ence for adjustment and would be 
subject to points of order on the 
floor. 

The conferees today agreed on 
the Senate rate on casein, increas- 
ing the duty from 2% to 5% cents 
a pound. 

The House group receded from 
its stand for the present duty, thus 
obviating the necessity for a sepa- 
rate vote in the House proper on 
the item, over which the conferees 
have been deadlocked. 

Casein is a skimmed milk prod- 
uct used in the manufacture or fin- 
ishing of paper, and the higher duty 
was advocated by dairy interests to 
protect domestic producers against 
Argentine competition. 

After settling the casein dispute, 
the conferees completed the adjust- 
ment of differences between the 
Senate and House bills over the 
free list. 

The conferees agreed to the Sen- 
ate’s free listing of.gobelin tapes- 
tries, now dutiable at 50 per cent, 
but rejected the House provision 
to permit free entry of Venetian 
glass mosaics and accepted the 
Senate increase in duty from 55 
to 60 per cént. 

Reports on Work Discussed. 

Whether the administrative phase 
will be taken up now or a part re- 
port made to each house on the 
work thus far accomplished was 
discussed, but not settled. 

The conferees struck out of the 
bill a Senate provision which would 
have denied the courtesy of the 
port, free entry or other specfhl 
privileges in examination of bag- 
gage to returning Federal officials, 
Senators or Congressmen. 

This provision was placed in the 
bill in the Senate on motion of Sen- 
ator Harrison (Dem.), Mississippi, 
one of the conferees. 

The conferees accepted the Sen- 
ate amendment providing that re- 
turning American tourists shall not 
take advantage of the right to bring 
"In $100 worthof goods free of 
duty more than once within 30 
déiys. 

A Senate provision stricken out 
would have permitted free entry to 
scientific instruments imported for 
research work and not for sale. 

Articles on Free List. 

Among the articles approved for 
the free list were waste rope, 
horses and mules imported for im- 
mediate slaughter, kieserite, muz- 
zie-loading shotguns and rifles, 
Kapok seed, rubber seed, olive, 
palm kernel, rapeseed, sunflower, 
and sesame oil rendered unfit for 
food or for manufacturing pur- 
poses, London purple, violins made 
in 1800 or prior years.

Senate today ordered an investi- 
gation of Government leases of 
postoffice buildings. The Blaine 
resolution providing a sweeping in- 
quiry into conditions surrounding 
leases in connection with which 
fraud and corruption have been 
charged was adopted by a viva 
voce vote. ;

Papers found today in the ef- 
fects of a penniless man who died 
at the City Hospital Jan., 13, un- 
der the name of Thomas Reynolds, 
identify him as Thomas Gittins, 
prominent Seattle, Wash., lumber- 
man who disappeared last Octo- 
ber in Victoria, B. C. 

An uUnmailed letter, written Dec. 
11, last, at the New Carleton Hotel, 
5 North Eighth street, from where 
he was taken to the hospital five 
days later suffering from alcohol- 
ism, told his wife of his where- 
abouts and stated that he disap- 
peared because “I was held up 
vhd robbed and was too much of 
a coward to face the music.” It 
threatened suicide. 

Information from Seattle states 
that Gittins, a lumberman in the 
Pacific Northwest for 40 years, 
disappeared under mysterious cir- 
cumstances in Victoria, B. C., 
while in partnership with M. G. 
Thomle, former Washington legis- 
lator, in a lumber deal. Gittins, 
who had $500 for immediate ex- 

-penses, was to supply the experi- 
ence and Thomle the capital. 
Bill of Sale Found. 

The last word from him until 
December was a letter to his wife, 
written in Victoria, Oct. 18, the 
day he was to meet his partner. 
One of the transactions in Victoria 
was disclosed in a bill of sale found 
in the effects of “Reynolds.” It 
is signed by Thomas Gittins for the 
purchase of a launch oh Oct. 10 
and involves a cash payment of 
$250. <A blueprint, showing cedar, 
spruce, pine and hemlock footage 
in the viicnity also was found. 

iHs disappearance was not re- 
ported for three weeks, as it was 
thought he had gone into logging 
camps in the woods. British Co- 
lumbia and Seattle police then 
started a search which was finally 

abandoned. Several bodies recov- 
ered at different times weer at first 
thought to be that of the missing 
Gittins. 

Mrs. Gittins admitted today, ac- 
cording to word from Seattle, hav- 
ing heard that her husband was ill 
in St. Louis under the name of 
“Reynolds,” and writing to him un- 
der that name, signing the name 
of H. P. Gordon, her name by a

she does not know positively that 
the man who died in City Hospital 
was her husband, although several 
messagfes are on file there from 
H. P. Gordon referring to his 
death. One message directs that 
the body he held “until further no- 
tice,”” but when no-definite arrange- 
ments were made for its shipment 
it was buried here. 

Efforts were made also to in- 
duce the Odd Fellows to send the 
body to Seattle. The Rev. M. A. 
Mathews, pastor of the First Pres- 
byterian Church, Seattle, wired the 
grand secretary here that he was, 
acting on behalf of the widow, and 
that Reynolds’ real name was Git- 
tins, a former grand master of the 
order.. The widow was destitute, 
he said, and required aid. Records 
of the order, however, failed to 
disclose that®*anyone by the name 
of Gittins or Reynolds had ever 
held that office. 

Hospital authorities were puzzied 
when they received a request from 
“HT. P. Gordon” to return self-ad- 
dressed air mail envelopes ad- 
dressed to “Reynolds” from his 
wife, which went unanswered be- 
cause he was unable to write or 
speak coherenthy.

The 1,600,000 wine growers of 
France are deluging the Deputies 
with demands to stop the employ- 
ment of W. C. T. U. tactics in 
French rural regions. An impor- 
tant debate in Parliament was 
halted to give Edouard Barthe, 
Socialist Deputy, for the wine 
growing department of the Herault, 
a chance to demand an explana- 
tion from Minister of Education 
Marraud. 

Aroused by protests from every 
part of the Chamber, in which the 
party lines were forgotten, M. 
Marraud hastily arose and an- 
nounced that attacks in the public 
schools on the consumption of 
wine would be stopped immediate- 
ly and that, if necessary, school 
masters permitting such propa- 
ganda would be removed. 

“You may count on me,’’ he said, 
“to put a stop to this campaign. 
T am from a wine country myself. 
Any attempt to inculcate hostility 
to the glorious wines of France is 
more than deplorable and I, as a 
minister and representative of the 
Government, disavow it. I am 
about to take steps either to ban 


‘the school manuals into which such 


heretical doctrine has been al- 


lowed ‘to creep or have the pub- 
lishers amend them in such a way 
as to restore to wine drinking its 
true character in the eyes of school 
children. Wine should be one of 
our national glories.” . 

The campaign is making: of 
French public schools a hotbed 
of agitation against wine cultiva- 
tion, which is one of the major 
industries of France. 

M. Barthe, who, in addition to 
being a Deputy, is also president 
of the International Office of 
Wines, called attention to the fact 
that school masters are permitting 
large posters to be placed in school 
rooms declaiming, “Alcoholism is 
the ruin of the individual” and are 
citing the example of “Great dry 
America’s” preponderance in the 
world of sport. 

He cited a texttok called “The 
Natural Sciences,” which is widely 
used and in which the following 
phrases appear: 

“Pure wine being already dan- 
gerous, it is easy to imagine how 
much more so are distilled liquors 
through their large proportion of 
alcohol.” 

“Cognac in one centigram doses 
can kill a large dog.” 

In conclusion Barthe quoted Pas- 
teur, who said: “Wine is the mest 
healthy and hygienic of beverages.” 


VICOMTE DE SIBOUR AND - 
WIFE IN KENYA COLONY 


They Pian to Settle Down on Their 
Farm There After Flight From 
England. 

By the Associated Press. 

NAIROBI, April 18.—After two 
months of an adventurous flight 
from England, the Vicomte and the 
Vicomtesse de Sibour, who is the 
only daughter of Gordon Selfridge, 
American department store owner 
in London, have settled down on 
their farm in Kenya Colony. The 
pair had to sell their plane in 
Abyssinia and traveled from Djibu- 
ti to Nairobi by boat and train, the 
first time in four years they had 
used a train for transportation. 
They were allowed to enter Abys- 
sinia in their Gipsy moth plane on 
condition that they sell the ma- 
chine, which they agreed to do. 
The Negus then let the flyers go 
anywhere in the country they 
wished. They had two forced land- 
ings while flying from Port Sudan 
to Djibuti. Once they landed 
among a cannibal tribe, but after 
giving assurances of the friendly 
nature of their descent, they were 
allowed to resume their flight un- 
molested. 

During their stay in Abyissinia 
they visited a remote part of the in- 
terior at the invitation of the King, 
and when they departed their host 
ordered a special gold coin struck 
in honor of their visit. One side of

. WASHINGTON, April 18.—The 
Supreme Court indicated today that 
it looked with disfavor on injunc- 
tions by Federal courts restraining 


state railroad commissions from 
placing in effect reduced state 
rates. | 

The controversy aro protest 
of commissions in 37 tes reached 
the highest court in an appeal by 
the North Dakota commissioners 
to set aside an injunction obtained 
by the Great Northern and other 
railroads restraining reduced state 
class rates gn freight going into 
effect in North Dakota. 

State’s Contention Accepted. 

Reduced rates, ordered by the 
State commission in 1929, were en- 
joined by the railroads pending a 
final order by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission adjusting in- 
terstate and intrastate rates over 
the country. Public service com- 
missions protested that unless this 
action was set aside they-might as 
well cease to function, 

When the case was reached to- 
day for oral argument, counsel for 
the Railroad Commissioners, after 
explaining questions at issue, was 
stopped by the Court, which indi- 
cated that it accepted his conten- 
tion that the Interstate Commerce 
Commission alone had the right to 
set aside state rates and then only 
when it found that the state rates 
discriminated against interstate 
commerce. 

Expected to Be Set Aside. 

The Court called on counsel for 
the railroads to show where Fed- 
eral courts obtained jurisdiction to 
enjoin a state from putting in ef- 
fect reduced rates pending action 
by the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission. 

Chief Justice Hughes said it 
would not be necessary for counsel 
representing North Dakota and 
the public service commissions to 
present any further argument. This 
was taken to mean, in the practice 
of the Court, that the injunction 
will be set aside on an early opinion 
day.

The secret “Committee of Six,”’ 
whose members are serving, each 
without the identities of the oth- 
ers, was organized several weeks 
ago to wipe out organized crime in 
Chicago, 

Under the reported outlaw 
agreement, the principal gangs of 
the city have cast aside rivalries 


and pooled interests in  liquor,. 
gambling and vice. 
Virtually unheard from _ since 


he came back from a Pennsylvania 
prison a month ago, Capone was 
credited by City Councilmen yes- 
terday for a gesture toward forc- 
ing the establishment of a City 
Bureau of Plumbing which he and 
labor leaders could control.

Lon Sanders, vice president of 
the “ organization, reported ‘that 
while a letter from Congressman 
Cochran seems to eliminate the 
Ozarks as a site for a national park 
under present rules of the national 
park service, there is glways a pos- 
sibility of a change in the rules. He 
quoted Senator Hawes as ativocat-

facturers throughout the world, 
along the lines of the Electric Bond 
& Share Co., which now dominates 
the electric power industry in this 
country. 

“Mr. Young will then be in a po-

Six-Hour Work Day Quite Near, 
Says Prof. Pupin Who Hopes We 
Will Rush Less and Think More 


Scientist Asserts Prolohging of Human Life Is 


of Use Only If Man Lives for Some 
Purpose. |

NEW YORK, April 18.—People 


of tomorrow will live lenger, work 
less and think more as a result of 
the steady progress of science, 
Prof. Michael I. Pupin of Co- 
lumbia University, famous scientist, 
has expressed this opinion in an 
interview. The 72-year-old pro- 
fessor’s contributions to science in- 
clude inventions which revolution- 


ized telephony, wireless telegraphy 
and the X-ray. He has just been 
elected president of the University 
Club. He succeeds Géorge W- 
Wickersham. 

“The six-hour work day is quite 
near,’’ was the startling prediction 
of Prof. Pupin as he sat in his 
study in his home and discussed 
the strides of science. 

“Science is going to make it pos- 
sible for mankind to have more 
leisure. ‘There will be more time 
for people to sit and think. That’s 
what the world needs. We don’t 
think enough. We scatter our men- 
tal energies. We rush too much, 
concentrate too little, 

“Great discoveries come from 
men who sit and think. The man 
who hustles is not the man who 
invents. A thinker is not an idler. 
He is an intellectual hustler. We 
are quite near the six-hour work 
day. Time was—not so long ago— 
when the eight-hour work day was 
regarded as visionary.” 

As Unemployment Relief. 

Professor Pupin ventured the ob- 


servation that shorter work days 
would be one way to relieve unem- 
ployment. People of succeeding 
generations are going to live longer 
than they do now, he predicted, be- 
cause science is pointing the way. 
“Human life will be prolonged 
by increased scientific knowledge,” 
upin. “We are 
learning more and more concern- 
Fifty 


rather meager. Glands regulate 
all the chemical activities in the 
body and science is making great 
headway in the study of them. We 
are learning more about vitamins, 
too-eanother important factor in 
the prolongation of life.’’ , 


The distinguished-looking, gray- 


haired scientist smiled as he made 
this observation: “But what is the 
use of prolonging -human life if 
man doesn't live for some pur- 
pose.” 4 


“Science cgn enable man to live 
longer,” he explained, “but .cannot 
lift man up spiritualty. Science 
does not do that directly. Man, 
in addition to taking advantage of 
what science can* do for him, 
should cultivate the arts and re- 
ligion.” 


Television Not Important. 


Professor Pupin said he could 
not predict what would be the 
great inventions of the next cen- 
tury. It would be “impossible” to 
do so. He asked, would anybody 
havg been able to say 30 years ago 
that teday we could talk across the 
Atlantic? 


Television he regarded as an in- 
teresting “but not important jn- 
vention.” It merely enables you 
to see the person you are talking 
to, he pointed out. He said it did 
not rate as high scientifically, in 
his mind, as the invention of a 
man in the Krupp works in Ger- 
many who perfected a new type of 
rugged steel that would enable the 
instrument to scrape a steel sur- 
face twice as fast as any other 
similar: device. 


“This seemingly. simple discov- 
ery of rapid tool steel is import- 
ant, evea though it doesn’t appeal 
to the popular imagination as doves 
television.” Prof. Pupin declared. 
“The manufacturers who are using 
it realize that it is important.

Overtime must not exceed 32 
hours a month, however, and pay 
for overtime must be at least at a 
rate of time and a quarter. 

The bill does not apply at pres- 
ent to clerical workers, home 
workers, sea-going people, under- 
ground workers and agricultural 
workers, Before regulating the 
working hours of these classes the 
Government must’ consult an or- 
ganization representing employers 
and workers in each case. 


$25,000,000 IN NEW SHIPS 
UNDER OCEAN MAIL CONTRACTS 


10 Passenger and Cargo Vessels to 
Be Built by Two Steam- 
ship Concerns, 

By the Associated Préss, 
WASHINGTON, 
Postmaster-General Brown today 
signed five contracts with the 
United Fruit Line and the Grace 
Steamship Co. for carrying ocean 
mail, calling for an expenditure of 
$25,000,000 in American ship- 
building.

Contract No. 41, United Fruit 
Co., New Orleans to Puerto, Co- 
lombia, two new vessels of not less 
than 6000 tons, 16-knot speed. 
Contract No. 38, Grace Stehm- 
ship Co., Tacoma to Valparaiso, 
one combination passenger and 
cargo vessel of not less than 8000 
tons, speed 18 knots. 

Contract No. 8, Grace’ Steamship 
Co., New York to Valparaiso; a 
new 8000-ton ship, speed 18 knots.

prophecy of democracy’s dis- 
integration. 

The bill, now before the Senate 
Judiciary Committee, would give a 
person cited for contempt the right 
to have the case heard by another 
Judge if the contempt arises from 
an attack on the character of the 
conduct of the Judge who brings 
the action. : 

Vandenberg, a former newspaper 
man, referred to the recent agtion 
against editors of the Cleveland 
Press in which the decision of a 
Judge who convicted them of con- 
tempt was set aside by a higher 


court. 


Vandenberg said the press does 
not deserve license but “it must 
have liberty.” 

Warns Against ‘ 

“This liberty, in turn, always 
must be strictly responsible in law 
for all its acts,” he added. “Other- 
wise we should escape from one 
tyranny only to embrace another. 
But so important is the preserva- 
tion of uncénsored and unafraid 
opinions in the. body of the press 
that we confront the inevitable 
need to write a warrant for the 
surest pomible justice when its re- 
sponsibility is called to account.” 

Discussing the action of courts 
in citing persons for contempt and 
then sitting in judgment, the Sena- 
tor said: 

“Mingled powers are the formula 
for tyrariny. » Powers thus mingle 
when the same Judge acts first as 
complainant, then as an umpire, in 
a proceeding which | in- 
volves his own personal status and 
his own personal feétlings as dif- 
ferentiated from the status and au- 
thority of his court.” 

Vandenberg said his measure 
had been with the Senate Judiciary 
Committee since last September,

REPEAL THE STATE DRY LAWS. 
Is it not time to submit again the question of re- 


State? The Post-Dispatch believes that the laws 
should be repealed. We feel sure that the majority 
of the people of Missouri are in accord with this 
opinion. This is the first logical step toward the re- 
peal of the eighteenth amendment. . . : 
The eighteenth amendment was ratified and th 
laws for its enforcement within the State were 
enacted by the Legislature in the face of an over- 
whelming sentiment in the State against prohibition. 
In 1916, three years before the Legislature ratified 
the Federa] amendment and enacted the State pro- 
hibition laws, the people of Missouri voted against 
State prohibition by a majority of 122,538. This was 
done without a very strong campaign on the part of 
the anti-probibitionists. Six years before, when a 
vigorous campaign was made, the majority against 
prohibition was 218,125—one-third of the vote cast. 
The question of repeal was submitted in 1926 by 
t®e Missouri Society Against Prohibition. The sub- 
4‘ mission was opposed by the angi-prohibition leaders 


of the State, including the then Senator James A. 
Reed and the Democratic candidate for Senator, Har- 
ry B. Hawes. Both Republican and Democratic party 
organizations were opposed; there was no election 
fund, and scarcely any campaign was made. The issue 
was practically neglected by both leaders and voters, 
and the majority against it was 275,543 votes. The 
vote unquestionably did not represent the sentiment 
of the majority of the voters. No one who knows the 
sentiment of the people of Missouri believed that it 
did. Since then, all the election indications point to a 
strong majority sentiment against prohibition. 
The votes so far tabulated in the Literary Digest 
poll indicate a very strong majority in Missouri 
against the eighteenth amendment and the Volstead 
act as they stand. The Digest has received in the 
poll 116,467 votes from Missouri. Of this number 
37,128 were cast for enforcement, and 79,339 for 
modification or repeal. The repeal vote has a sub- 
stantial lead over either one of the others. The vote 
for repeal was 50,737. 
In St. Louis the vote for repeal is nearly two- 
thirds of the total vote so far tabulated. Of the 
64,142 tabulated, 39,181 call for repeal, 18,600 for 
modification and only 6361 for enforcement. In oth- 
er words, the combined vote for modification and 
repeal is over eight to one against the eighteenth 
amendment and the Volstead act as they stand. Cer- 
tainly there can be no enforcement of prohibition in 
St. Louis. Its only chance is the Federal Judge and 
FederaP jury. : 
The fact is that the State prohibition law, like the 
Federal prohibition law, is a failure in Missouri. 
The State prohibition law is enforced only in local- 
ities where the sentiment is in favor of prohibition. 
In other localities its enforcement is a farce. 

We submit as a maxim of law that laws opposed 
by strong majorities cannot be enforced. The utter 
failure of enforcement in many parts of the State, 
with enforcement in some localities, brings the laws 
into contempt. Laws of this kind that are only 
partly enforced and are dead letters in many parts 
of the State should not be in the statute books. 
Their consequences are almost wholly evil. 

Under, existing Yonditions: in the State both the 
leading political parties should declare for the re- 
peal of the State. prohibition laws. One at least 
should insert repeal in its platform in view of the 
revelations with regard to the failure of enforce 
ment, the vicious effects of the prohibition laws 
and the increasing sentiment of the people of the 
State against them. 

Repeal of the State prohibition laws would do 
away with double jeopardy for the same offense, an 
unconstitutional proceeding due to the existence of 
both Federal and State laws. The prosecution of a 
person twice for the same offense is not only uncon- 
stitutional but it works the grossest injustice. The 
fleld of,enforcement of the prohibition laws is now 
amply covered by the Federal Government. Drastic 
State laws are unnecessary, nor should they exist in 
States where the majority of the people are against 
them. 

We believe that the people have been thoroughly 
aroused by the evidence of the failure of prohibition 
and of the disastrous consequences of its attempted 
enforcement. Out of the laws which a great mass 
of ordinarily law-abiding citizens oppose and disre- 
gard have grown official corruption, the invasion of 
constitutional rights, widespread violations of law, 
the increase and enrichment of the criminal classes, 
and’a general contempt for law and the authority 
of the Government. 

We believe that a well organized campaign for the 
repeal of the State prohibition laws, through the in- 
itiative, would be successful. We suggest that a cam- 
paign to this end be organized for the next election. 
The success of this campaign will lead to the great- 
er campaign for the repeal of the eighteenth amend- 
ment.

He referred to the Minnesota 
law under,which publication of a 
small newspaper was suspended 
and said that if the law finally 
were upheld by the Supreme Court 
it was possible that it would +e 
found that it would not interfere 
with the freedom of the press as 
much “ag may now be feared.” 

Previous speakers had urged the 
editors to contest the Minnesota 
law before the Supreme Court and 
that efforts to pass similar laws in 
other states be opposed. 

Justice Edgcomb said: 

“That the Court has inherent 
power to punish one who is guilty 
of contempt there can be no doubt. 
The press, however, is not so much | 
concerned with punishment for di- | 
rect contempt—when committed in | 
the presence of the Court—as it-is | 
with the penalty which may be in- | 
flicted for constructive contempt— | 
when committed away from and 
without the presence of the Court. 

Defines Contempt. 

“It is fundamental that the 
courts should be free from outside 
influence. If cases were decided by 
public clamor or if articles pub-" 
lished by a newspaper were allowed 
to reach the jury and influence 
their verdict, one’s liberty or prop- 
erty would never be safe. |

Rome’s commemoration of Good 
Friday was, as always, particularly 
impressive because of the number 
of ‘Purported relics of Christ's pas- 
sion and death to be found here. 

At. the hours corresponding to 
the time Christ is supposed to have 
suffered his agony, all business was 
at a standstill, and traffic largely 
suspended... Rome had‘almost the 
paspect of a dead. city rather than 
that of a busy modern capital, 

The Scala Santa, or holy stair- 
case, enshrined in the church just 
across from St. John Lateran, was 
visited by thousands of penitents, 
both Italian and foreign. The tra- 
dition is that the staircase is the 
one Christ ascended in the prae- 
torium of Pontius Pilate in Jerusa- 
lem, on his way to appear before 
the Roman Magistrate. The steps, 
all of marble, are assumed to have 
been brought to Rome by  8t. 
Helena, mother of Constantine, the 
first Christian Emperor. 

All day pilgrims ascended the 
stairs on their ‘knees, praying at 
yeach pause. 
the top they were permitted a view 
through a lattic of the chapel 
known as the Sancta Sanctorum, 
or Holy of Holies, which contains 
a very early picture of Christ and 
some precious relies. ° 

Pope Pius IX ascended these 
stairs on Sept. 19, 1870, the day | 
before the Italian troops effected 
their entry into Rome and thereby 
put an end to the papacy’s tem- 
poral power, not to be resumed 
until the creation of the Vatican | 
State last year.

Cakes of the small or cookie typé 
are being rapidly popularized for 
dessert service with ice cream and 
ices, : 

These small cakes are very eas- 
ily made by the home cook. The 
great charm in these small cakes 
is in the various types and the 
attractive ways in which they may 
be decorated to harmonize with the 
color scheme of the menu foods 
and the table decorations. 

The cookie variety of small cake 
may be dressed up in colored sug- 
ars, frosting, nut meats, small col- 
ored candies and bits of candied 
orange and pineapple. 

The ice box cookie may incor- 
porate several different colored 


} doughs in which case the cookies 


may be made into heart cookies, 
checkerboard cookies or pinwheel 
cookies. 
Standard Cookie Recipe. 

Ingredients needed are one cup 
butter, two cups sugar, two eggs, 
one-fourth cup milk, three and 
one-half cups flour, two teaspoons 
baking powder, .one-fourth tea- 
spoon salt and one teaspoon va- 
nilla or rose extract. ~ 
Cream butter or substitute; add 
sugar gradually and cream again. 
Add unbeaten eggs and beat all 
thoroughly. Add milk and fold 
in sifted dry ingredients. Add fla- 
yoring. Set in icebox to chill over 
night. In morning roll to one-third 
inch thickness, cut with small cut- 
ter and bake in a moderately hot 
oven 10 to 12 minutes. 
For chocolate .dough, mix one 
square melted chocolate with one- 
half of cookie dough. 

Heart Cookies. 

Color half of cookie dough red, 


shape into long roll, about one and 
one-half inches in diameter. Roll 
white dough to one-fourth inch 
thickness and wrap around red 
roll, which has been brushed with 
milk. 

With hands mold into heart 
shape, by making a depression at 
top and forming a point at bottom. 
Chill, slice, brush with egg white 
and bake on cookie shect in a mod- 
erately hot oven 10 to 12 nfinutes. 

Checkerboard Cookies. 

Roll white dough one-half inch 
thick and brush with milk. Cover 
with chocolate dough, also rolled 
to one-half inch thickness. Trim 
edges and cut dough in lengthwise 
strips, one-half inch ‘wide. 
Alternate light and dark strips 
to form checkerboard; press to- 
gether, and place in icebox to chill. 
Slice and bake on cookie sheet in a 
moderately hot oven 10 to 12 min- 


utes. 
Pinwheel Cookies. 

Roll white dough ‘one-fourth 
inch thick and brush with milk. 
Cover with chocolate dough, also 
rolled one-fourth inch thick<s cut 
off uneven edges. Pat Hghtly and 
roll up like jelly roll. 

Place\in icebox to become firm, 
about two hours. Slice thin, brush 
with egg white and bake on cookie 
sheet in moderately hot oven 18 to 
12 minutes. Y 

N. B.—Red and white dough 
may also be used for pinwheel 
cookies. 

Another type of popular small 
cake is the macaroon. The cocoa- 
nut macaroon is a simplified va- 
riety of this cake which is readily 
made by the home cook who uses 
this recipe. 

Cocoanut Macaroons. 

Beat one egg until white, then 
fold it into a mixture made with 
one and one fourth cup cocoanut 
and one-half cup sweetened con- 
densed milk and one-half teaspoon : 
vanilla. Drop hy spoonfuls on a 
greased baking sheet and shape 
into cakes. Bake in a moderate

It is best to make this the day

Easter Egg Dessert. 

This is in two parts—the “eggs” 
and the “nest.” ‘To make the nest, 
pour two cups of boiling water 
over a package of orange or lemon 
flavored gelatine product. stir 
this until the mixture is perfectly 
clear with no little bits of undis- 
solved gelatine in it. 

Rinse a large shallow pan with 
cold water and then pour in the 
gelatine so that it is not more than 
half an ineh thick. If you have no 
large pan use two layer cake pans 
or ever’ bread pans—whichever is 
most convenient. Set these aside to 
cool and when cold, place them in 
the ice box until the next day. 

Unigue Eggs. 

The “eggs” take a little more 
time. For them are needed plain 
unflavored gelatine product, milk, 
two egg whites, sugar, one lemon 
and some cake colorings—red, 
green, orange and yellow. 

These can be bought in amall 
jars in paste form or in littie vei- 
lets. Most grocery stores carry 
them, and as they last a long while 
and are so nice to use in making 
colored cake icings, they are really 
economical to buy. 

Measure two tablespoons of the 
unflavored gelatine, put it in @ 
small bowl with one-quarter cup of 
cokd water. Let it soak for 10 
minutes. While this is soaking, 
heat three cups of milk in a dou- 
ble boiler until a skin fofms on 
top. Add one-half cup of sugar, 


the grated rind of a lemon and 
the soaked gelatine.

Only a very small amount ofl, 
the coloring is needed—too much 
spoils the appearance entirely. It 
is better to add a tiny ‘bit at a. 
timé, because once it is in there is 
no taking it out! Stir each of 
these mixtures until it is a smooth, 
even color. 

“Now Set the Nest. 

Now take twelve small ege cups 
and fill them with the gelatine. Set 
aside to,cool and then place in the 
icebox to harden. 

When ready to serve, cut the 
plain lemon or orange gelatine for 
the “nest’’ into small pieces with 
the knife or break it-up with the 
fork and arrange it on a ilarge 
round plate in the shape of a nest. 

Loosen the “eggs” gently from 
the sides of the egg cups with a 
knife and turn them out .on the 
nest, arranging the colors attrac- 
tively. They will be. quite egg 
shaped from the cups and. will be 
shiny as are dyed Easter eggs, They 
may be served just as they are or 
whipped cream may be passed with 
them. If preferred, arrange indi- 
vidual. nests with two eggs in each. 


HONEY DRIZZLED ON FOODS 
BETTER THAN POURED HONEY 


Honey drizzled is better than 
honey poured, for a little gives just 
the sweetness desired and intensi- 
fies natural flavors, whereas a 
quantity of thick honey poured on 
a dish makes it too sweet. 

To prepare, place the honey jar 
in WARM—not hot—water for 
about. 10 minutes before using. 
When ready to add to food, it is 
just the right consistency to drizzle 
tiny threads instead of pouring a 
heavy stream. 

The following suggestions are 
given with this. thought in -mind: 
Breakfast Fruits. 

All fruits to which sweetening 
is added for serving are délghtful 
when honey drizzled. Halve the 
grapefruit, refhove core, and di- 
vide sections as usually prepared. 
Drizzle over the fruit two or three 
tablespoons hohey; let stand 1§ to 
30 minutes before serving. 

Drizzled honey is the simplest 
way to dress salads—to give them 
new inviting flavor, drjzzle honey 
on fruit slices arranged for serving

Caulfield Wants Appropriation

Oreation of a revolving fund for 
reconstruction of State buildings 
@estroyed by fire or otherwise 
damaged, if the damage occurs 
when the Legislature is not in ses- 
gion, likely will be recommended 
by Gov. Caulfield to the 1931 Leg- 
islature, as a result of destruction 
by fire last Sunday of the hospital 
Building of the State Federal Svl- 
diers’ Home at St. James, Mo. 

.. Loss from the fire was estimat- 
ed to be between $100,000 ard 
$150,000. No funds will be avail- 
able for reconstruction until the 
1931 Legislature convenes and ap- 
propriates money for the work. No 
other funds are available, as State 
money cannot be expended without 
a specific appropriation by the 
Legislature, stating the purpose. 

No insurance was carried on the 
buildings, under the State policy of 
not carrying fire insurance on State 
buildings. Fire insurance former- 
ly was carried by the Federal S-l- 
diers’ Home, but the practice was 
discontinued several years ago 
when the State Auditor ruled there 
was no legal authorization for pay- 
ing fire insurance premiums from 
funds appropriated for the insti- 
tution. 

Except for some of the 
| teachers colleges which carry fire 
i ie insurance by paying the premiums 
# from incidental fees collected and 

mot from regular appropriations, 

the policy is nof.to carry insur- 
oe ance on State buildings. This is 
based on the theory that the cost 
of insurance premiums on all 
State buildings over a period of 
years would be greater than loss 
that might be incurred by fire in 
the same period. 

Gov. Caulfield said a revolving 
fund of possibly $500,000 or more 
should be appropriated for emer- 
gency construction in the event of 
fire at any of the State hospitals 
or institutions. When it was nec- 
essary toi draw on the fund (for 
emergency reconstruction, the re- 
volving funds could be replenished 
by an appropriation’ by the next 
Legislature, he said, while under 
: | the present system it is necessary 
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to wait for un appropriation by 
the next Legislature before dam- 
aged buildings can be rebuilt.
